WITHIN PAST WEEK 


During Last Summer Carloads of Fer- 
sons Swarmed to the Paciic Coast, 
Many of Them Women, Bent on 
Enterinz Fomesteads. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Secretary 
Hitchcock today.received a telegram from 
Protland, Ore., announci.g the indictment 
of three more persons in connection with 
the public land frauds in that state. The 
telegrum gave the names. of the persons 
indicted as Emma L. Watson, Guy Huff 
and Norman Williams. The woman is 
charged with conspiracy -in connection 
with the proceedings against Miss Ware, 
the commissioner of the United States 
District Court of Oregon, who already Is 
under indictment, and Williams is charged 
with forgery in connection with the Nes- 
bitt case. The proceedings against Huff 
is for forgery, but his is an independent 
case. 

Upon being asked if he had anything to 
say apropos of the indictments, Secretary 
Hitchcock replied: ‘‘Nothing except that 
the ball goes rolling on. There have been 
seven indictments within a week and there 
will still be many more. Our succég: to 
the present time indicates pretty clearly, I 
think, that our investigations have been 
quite thoroughly conducted.” 

So far, most of the prosecutions have 
been directed against those engaged in 
fraudulent proceedings under the timber 
and stone act and it now appears ‘at 
many flagrant irregularities have been dis- 
covered in’ that -connection. 

“Innumerable instances Of the invas'on 
of public land regions by people in large 
companies have been reported to the de 
partment from day to day for the past 
year and more. In many instances people 
have gone to the Pacific coast states from 
the states farther east to enter lands un- 
de: the timber and stone law. The arrival 
of carloads at a time have been reported, 
and many members of these parties were 
women. 

‘In one or two cases during the vacation 
seriod of last summer entire carloads of 
women school teachers, hailing from the 
m'‘ddle western states, made tours to the 
coast and all entered lands. In other in- 
stences, entire families of four or five 
persons each have come in from the out- 
side and have made entry of lands. So far 
as known, no evidence of fraud has been 
discovered in these specific cases, but the 
officials of the department contend that in 
view of the fact that over $400 is required 
to complete the acquisition of title under 


entries are at least suspicious. 

In other cases, entries have been made in 
the name of purely fictitious persons. The 
eonnivanee of officials is necessary in pro- 
eeedings of this character, and this Ine 
of cases lend themselves most easily to 
discovery and prosecution.

HUSBAND SHOCKED BY

alleged to be due President Charles H. Ba- 
con of the wrecked bank on account of his 
stock transactions. The amended bill also 
alleges that the transfer of certain real es- 
tate valued at more than $10,000, recorded 
by President Bacon on the day of failure, 
was effected through the assistance of the 
Rev. Henry J. Brown, rector of the Epis- 
copal Chureh of St. Philip the Evangelist, 
8%55.Hamilton avenue, Chicago. 

On the day of the fallure a deed pur- 
ported to have been given the Rev. Mr. 
Brown in September, 1901, conveying to him 
the drug store property of President Ba- 
con, was recorded at the courthouse here.

“Prince Cup‘d,"’ otherwise J. K. Kalani- 
anole, delegate from Hawaii to the Fifty- 
eighth Congress, is in St. Louis en route 
from Hono ulu to Washington in response 
to the President's proclamation convening 
@ special session. 

On his way to Washington “‘the prince, 
as all his friends call him, will stop at 
Columbus, O. There he will meet Senator 
Hanna, Congressman D‘ck and other lead- 
ers of the Republican party. 

“f understand they wish me to make some 
@peeches there,”’ Prince Cupid said to the 
Post-Dispatch Thursday morning, ‘but I 
do not think that I will. 

“Y wouldn't mind taking the stump for 
the Repub ican party leaders ‘f the Ohio 
people could understand the Hawalian lan- 
guage, but I am not sufficiently acquainted 
with political issues in this country to dis- 
cuss them in English.” 

In conversation Prince Cupid speaks Eng- 
lish charm'ngly. He received a portion 
of his education at a college in San Ma- 
teo, Cal.. and has made 10 visits to the 
United States before this one. 

Delegate Kalanianole is a real prince and 
the first man of roya! blood to sit 'n Ameri- 
can legislative halls. He is a cousin of 
Hawaii's last queen, Lilliuokalani, and a 
nephew of King Kalakaua, who preceded 
her on the throne. 


Mustache Like 
Kaiser Wilhelm. 


Prince Cupid is a man of striking ap- 
pearance. His complexion is a_ light 
brown; his hair coal black. His black 
mustache is a distinguishing feature. It 
is thin, but unusually long. and he brushes 
it out on both sides perfectly straight. It 
is like the familiar Kaiser Wilhe)m mus- 
tache, except that the ends do not point 
skyward. 

He is of medium height and dresses very 
neatly. The delegate is only 81 years old, 
but looks somewhat older. He is very 
wealthy. His wife and his secretary, Mor- 
ris Keohokalole, accompany him. , 

The delegate acquired the subriquect of 
“Prince Cupi@’ because of his chubby ap- 
pearance when a boy. It stuck to him at 
college, and was generally applied to him 
during the campaign a year ago, when he 
4efeated H. M. Wilcox, the first Hawaiian 
delegate, for re-election.

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RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

The opening session of the levee convention at New Orleans 
was so enthusiastic and unanimous that it may be taken as 
an index of public sentiment throughout the Mississippi Valley. 

Backed by a sentiment so general and so strong, the appeal 
to Congress should be convincing. There can be no question 
on the practical side, that substantial and permanent improve- 
ment can be obtained only through federal aid. “Individuals 
and separate states cannot handle the question of the pre- 
vention of inundations,” said Judge Blanchard in his address 
to the convention. “The work of improvement in navigation 
is the property of the nation. Its jurisdiction is paramount 
over its waters. The improvement of its navigation and the 
construction of works needful te restrain its flood within its 
channels are the province of the national government.” 

It remains for the communities of the Mississippi valley, 
through public bodies—boards of trade, business men’s 
leagues, merchants’ associations, etc.—to formulate petitions to 
this end, praying for prompt and effective congressional action. 
These petitions should be prepared for presentation during the 
regular session of Congress, which begins in December. 


If 
this is answered promptly that other question, “What could 
we do?” will not be repeated. 
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COLLECTING OUT-OF-TOWN CHECKS. 

The complaint that the charges made by St. Louis banks for 
collecting out-of-town checks, which was taken up some time 
ago by the Credit Men’s Association, merits reasonable consid- 
eration. 

The collection of such charges is no light burden upon a 
house which has an extensive out-of-town business. 

But more important than individual losses is the clearing 
of such checks through Chicago banks, which collect without 
charge. This tends to recommend Chicago as a trade center 
as against St. Louis. 

It is hoped that the accommodation of free collection can 
be obtained. The interests of the banks and mercha.ts and 
manufacturers are identical. They can assuredly agree upon 
some plan to collect out-of-town checks without disparaging 
their common good.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—‘Married—Hanna- 
Stalio, April 27, 1903, by the Rev. Henry 
Rollings, at St. James Episcopal Church, 
Seventy-fifth and Madison avenue, May 
Harrington Hanna and Edmund Kittredge 
Stallo.’’ 

This notice was handed to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent today. It was writ- 
ten on paper that bore this printed in- 
scription in the upper left hdnd corner: 
“Edmund K. Stallo, Hanover Bank build- 
ing, New York.” 

Neliher Mr. Stallo nor his bride would 
speak today concerning their marriage 
when asked to do so by the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. 

They are living at an apartment house 
at 667 Madison avenue. Mr. Stallo is a 
lawyer. 

Mrs. May Harrington Hanna obtained a 
divorce from Daniel Hanna, son of Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna, on the ground of neg- 
lect and cruelty. 

Startiing episodes marked the separa- 
tion of the two. Mrs. Hanna left her 
home in Cleveland to sail for Europe with 
her three children, al] boys. Her husband 
declared she should not take the chi.dren. 
Mrs. Hanna went to the Savoy Hotel in 
this city prior to boarding the steamship, 
and Mr. Hanna hired a corps of detec- 
tives to prevent her from taking the chil- 
dren with her But she cleverly outwitted 
husband and detectives who left One door 
unguarded.

Troubles of Her 


First Marriage. 

Then came stories of quarrels between 
young Hanna and his wife. The first open 
outbreak occurred at the Cleveland Horse 
‘Show in 1897. The next occurred at the 
McKinley inauguration in 1897. Several 
times Senator Hanna prevented a separa- 
tion but things went from bad to worse, 
until, in January, 1898, Mrs. Hanna filed 
sult for divorce, alleging neglect and cru- 
elty. 

Mrs. Hanna got the custody of her chii- 

Gren and an order from the court com- 
pelling Daniel Hanna to provide for their 
education. She took her sons to Europe, 
‘and on her return presented a bill for 
| $9800. 

» After some litigation Mr. Hanna pata 
the bill. Soon after this Mr. Hanna mar- 
‘ried Mrs. Daisy Gordon Maud, divorcee 
wife of a wealthy Englishman, and at that 
'time- called the most beautiful woman in 
Cleveland. 

Learning that his first wife contem- 
plated another trip to Europe, Mr. Huan- 
na, not wishing to pay another $9,800, 
applied to the courts in July, 1901. to 
have his father, Senator Hanna, made 
uardian of the three children. The or- 
er was granted, and a writ was issued 
cag bey Mrs. Hanna from removing 
he boys from the State of Ohio. 

While the @eputy was at her front 
door to serve on her the court order, 
Mrs. anna escaped by the back exit, 
with her boys, and was on her way to 
New York, before the sheriff knew of it. 
She went directly to the Savoy Motel, 
registering under the name of “Mrs. 
Brown.’ 


Mr. Hanna followed on the next train 
and obtained a writ of habeus corpus 
from Justice McAdam. Private deiec- 
tives were employed to find Mrs. Hanna. 
but Geapite their watchfulness she and 
her children went aboard the Campania. 
There, she again outwitted the detec- 
tives, who tried to serve the writ in a 
box of roses. With the aid of the Baron- 
ess de Palland, she got away to Burope 
without further molestation. 

A woman answering the description of 
the Baroness de Palland was Mrs. Hanna's 
constant companion on the homeward voy- 
age on the Deutschland. which arrived here 


Mrs. Hanna went to the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Daniel Hanna and his wife were stopp:ng 
there at the time, unknown to Mrs. Hanna 
No. 1. By a curious coincident the clerk, 
knowing nothing of the identity of th: 
new arrivals, who traveled under the nam: 
of “‘Brown,"’ placed them i[n an adjoining 
suite to that occupled by the Dante! Han- 
nas, and the two “‘Mrs. Hannas” met séev- 
eral times. Then Mrs. Hanna No. 1 re- 
moved to her present apartments in Mad- 
ison avenue. 

Edmund K. Stailo is a native of Cincin 
nati. He is the sun of Judge Stallo, who 
was minister to Rome during the Cleveland 
administration. He is a widower. his first 
wife having been the daughter of Al®xan- 
der McDonala, the Standard Oil mililion- 
aire. He had two young daughters. These 
aaa the care of McDonald in Cincin- 
natl.
